In reply to your inquiry as to why it was neceseary 
to tear down the two new chimneys authorized in August, 1923, 
and replace them, I beg to say that the explanation of this is 
that the two chimneys which were authorized in August, 1923, 
were erected for the two old furnaces in the school at that 
time though the management had been promised two new furnaces. 
Before the new furnaces were purchased by me it was deemed 
expedient to have a heating expert gent to the school to see 
just what was required and in iir. Crane's report he made 
mention of the two new chimneys which had recently been erected 
but stated that they were not of sufficient area to accommo- 
date the new furnaces, the old ones only having an area of 
64 square inches (8" aquare) each whereas the new flues would 
recuire to be 16" X 20" inside measurement. Evidently it was 
a mistake on the part of the management of the school to 
build any chimneys at all until they had ascertained the dim- 
enusions required for the new furnaces which had been promised, 
but I am inclined to think they did the best they could under 
the circumstances ond that the Department should take a favor-

With further reference to the matter of the 
construction of @ cow barn at the Cariboo Indian Residential 
School, Williams Lake Agency, I beg to say that recently 
I received a letter from Mre Indian Agent MacLeod stating 
that Reverend Principal Maillard had informed him that he 
was satisfied that Brother G- Lajoie, O.M-Ie, the carpenter, 
was fully qualified to superintendent the erection of the 
barn. By this I take it that he considers there will be no 
necessity to appoint @ puilding inspector. 


I note in your Letter of the 27th ultimo that you 
say that funds will not be available for the refrigerator 
at this school. However, in connection with this retrigerat- 
ing system, the Principal has stated that he believes the 
“Kelvinator® electric system would guit his school better 
than the system installed at the Kan loops School, because the 
“Kelvinator” could be operated trom the Delco plant and it 
would cost less. This system, he claims, can be installed 
at the School for $975. whereas the style of electric plant 
for the refrigerator at the Kamloops School would cost 
$1,500. and the power would have to be purchased. This 
information I am conveying to you in the event of it eventually 
being determined to install 4 refrigerating plant for the 
Williams Lake School, which, to my mind, is as essential 
at that place as at Kamloops. 


IT have asked Agent MacLeod to notify the Principal 
that there are no funds available for the erection of @ 
refrigerator at this School, as noted in your letter of the 
27th ultimo.

I have the honour to report that I visited the 
Cariboo Indian Residential School on the 29th ultimo 
particularly to examine the progress of the repairs 
to the buildings. 


I found that the four walls of the basement 
to the boys' quarters were completed and also an 
outside entrance of concrete and about a forty foot 
closed-in approach from one end, consisting of con- 
crete walk from six to eight feet high was almost 
complete. 


The location where the new furnace is located 
on the floor is built ebout eighteen inches lower 
than the level of the floor and has a large concrete 
airshaft from the base of the furnace to the ground 
foundation of the nearest new concrete wall, thence 
to the surface of the ground along the outside wall. 
This is for the purpose of supplying cold fresh air 
from the outside to the bottom of th» hot air furnace 
and thence throughout the building. 


It was necessary to build two new chimneys, one 
for the new furnace and one for the new kitchen range. 
These two chimneys required a lot of cement as did al- 
so the side and end entrances to the buildings and as 
a consequence the cement ordered is not sufficient to 
complete the flooring in the basement. I am request- 
ed by the Rev. Principal to supply another fifty sacks 
of cement in order to complete the flooring. This 
cement will cost more per sack than the last we got 
owing to the local freight rate charge instead of the 
carload rate we got on the first lot. May I please 
be advised of the Department's pleasure in this matter?

Mr. Inspeotor Pragnell, in a report on his inspection 
of the Cariboo Indian Residential School, has drawn attention to 
the matter of fire protection for the buildings. He recommends 
that a number of fire extinguishers be supplied. an order is 
being placed today with the Pyrene Mfg.

The above firm have been requested to forward their 
account to you in duplicate covering the cost with receipt for 
freight charges prepaid attached. When these extinguishers arrive, 
you will be good enough to certify the account in the usual manner 
and send it to the Department for payment. Please inform the 
Principal of the order placed for these extinguishers and he should 
arrange to see that they are distributed at strategic points through- 
out the buildings.

The price should inolude 
the cost o 1 material as well as the installation of same. A 
description of the system which you recommend be installed should 
be given. When we have this information, consideration will be 
given to authorizing the installation of this equipment. You 
might consult the principal in the matter and your early reply, 
giving the information asked for, is requested.

25th, Last - was supplied in 1921, at a cost of $460. It 
is considered that an oven that would be quite suitable 
to meet the requirements could be obtained at much less 
cost than the one on which the ’rincipal has now received 
@ quotation. Either you or the Principal should get 

does from other manufacturers or dealers in British 
columbia for an oven of the capacity absolutely necessary, 
and the quotations received should be forwarded for the 
consideration of the Lepartment. It may be that the 
Gurney Foundry Company could supply another type of oven 
at a much Lower cost, which would be satisfactory in 
every respect.

1onour to inform you that I visited the Cariboo 
Indian Residential School on the Ndeinsteand whilst there, the 
Principal stressed the need for a larger oven for the school 
bakery. 


I inspected the bakery and find that the school authorities 
lave enlarged it tc double the previous size,and have installed 
bread racks. 


The present oven has a capacity of fifty four loaves,and the 
jaily consumption at the school is thirty six loaves,which means 
almost continuous baking. 


The oven at present in use is the Oxford PoBtable Oven made 
by the Gurney Foundry CoeTorontoeThe Principal informs me that 
che oven at the Lejac Mission School is of the size they require, 
that oven being of a capacity of around one hundred and eight 
loaves. 


The Principal stated that 1ere was more immediate need for 
a larger oven than for an ice house,which the Department intimated 
some time ago that they might be able to supply this year.

In accordance with your instructions of 
October 6th, 1928, an investigation was made of the 
water supply to St. Joseph's Mission. The regults 
of this investigation, together with proposed improve- 
ments, are discussed in detail belowe 


Ls, 


As shown on key plan attached, Ut. Joseph's 
Mission is situated on the San Jose river, about four 
miles upstream from the head of Willieme Lake. 

The Mission is owned by the Order of Oblates 
of Mary Immaculate, which conducts boarding schools 
for Indian children, am carries on farming and etook 
raising operations on a large farm surrounding the 
school buildings. 

The number of pupile enrolled in the boys' 
and girls’ schools is about 100. In addition to these 
are the teaching and administration staffs, and the 
farm workere. The total population of the Mieston 
is approximately 125. 

The Mission buildings include a chapel, 
boye' and girls! dormitories and schools, barns, 
outhouses, etce, as shown on Plan lio. le ‘These are 
all of frame construction, and the main administrative 
buildings are of two atories. 
paged WATER SUPPLY, RECORDED RIGHTS AND ANALYSES 


The supply of water for domestic use in

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the Miseion is at present derived from the San 

Jose river. The water is diverted by diteh into 

Yellow Lake (shown on Plan Sool), and from this storage, 
ie conveyed through a 4-inch wood stave pipe to the 
Miseion, under a head of about 40 feet. 

fhe right to use water for domestic pur 
poses ie recorded under Cele 8799, with priority 
January 26, 1927, whieh grante the use of 25,000 
gallons per day. Storage rights for 100 acre-feet 
per annum are held on Yellow Lake under Cel. 8668. 
Analysis was made of the water supply from Yellow 
Lake, in October, 1928, and it was pronounced to be 
polluted and unfit for domeatic use. Copy of analysis 
ie attached as Appendix "c" . A further analysis 
shown in Appendix "D" , made in December, 1928, of 
water from ‘he sume source, shows it to be safe 
for domestic use though of poor quality. This sample 
was taken when there wae a large diversion from San 
Jose river into Yellow lake, and was practically a 
sample of river water. 

These analyses would seem to show that 
contamination of the water eame largely from Yellow 
lake, and that it should be discontinued as a source 
of domestic supply. ‘he investigation, therefore, 
is to determine the moet feasible means of providing 
an unpolluted domestic supply. 


BAN JOSE INS SUES 

As previously stated, a conditional licence 
ig held granting the daily use of 25,000 gallons 
from San Jose river for domestic purposes. 
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The maximum feasible gravity head avail- 
able from the San Jose is about 40 feet. This is 
sufficient for ormiinary purposes but is of no use 
for fire protection which is most necessary. 

Ry use of a rem and reservoir, however, a 
sufficient supply for both domestic and fire protection 
purpoees could be obtained, and a system from this 
source will be (iscussed later in the reporte 


SPRING SUaLE 

The only Giscoverabdle source of wate mipply 
other than the San Jose river was found in a spring 
lying, as show on Plan Mo« 7., about four alles to 
the south. The elevation of this spring above the 
Migsion is about 400 feet. 

Analysis of the water from this spring, 
eopy of which is ettached as Appendix "I" , shows 
it to be of fair quality, free from animal contam- 
ination out containing a mall amount of decomposed 
vegetable matter. Sy thoroughly cleaning out and 
covering the spring it is thought that vegetable 
Gecomposition may be eliminated. At the time of 
inspection, 6th November, 1928, the flow in the spring 
was pretty well down to ite minimum. The discharge 
at that time was 3/4 cubic feet per second. 

Although the absolute minimum flow is not 
definitely know, from information received locally 
it is estimated to be not less than 1/4 second foot. 
This is equivalent to more than 125,000 gallons per 
day, which is in excess of all requirements as dis-

In view of the analyses of San dose river 
water (taken from Yellow lake) shown in Appendices 
2 and 3, and owing to the fact that the river above 
the ram site meanders for fifteen milee through 
ewamps and meadow lands, it is considered altogether 
inadvisable to wee the river water for cooking and 
drinking without filtratione 

A mechanical filter, therefore, is rece 
ommended, either a Paradon Chioriniser or a filter 
of a sinilar type, that will treat a domestic va ter 
supply of 5000 gallons per day. Tis filter would 
be located near the storage reservoir, at an elev- 
ation low enough to provide operating head. 
For treatment of water for Gomeotio use 

a@ small tank of about 5000 gallons onpacity would be 
built below the filter. Water supply to this tank 
would be provided by a small pipo from the main 
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storage reservoir, and service pipes would leat 
Airect from the tank to the various puildingse 
the filter and treatment tank would have 
to be covered for protection against froste 
5e neneevets Discharge Pipes and Digtributjon 


For fire protection service « Length of 
about 1500 feet of 10" pressure pipe would be neo=

This le a gravity system over three miles 
in length. Analysis of water from this source shows 
that no filtration is necessary. This system would 
require the minimum of attention. 

The estimated cost of installation ts 
$25 9500.00.

Trom an analysis of the two syetens 
gunmarised above, it ie considered that, though 
costing $9900.00 more, the gravity system from the 
epring would ultimately be cheaper ami more gatis- 
factoryze 

The reasons advanced for this conclusion 
arei- 

1) ‘The gravity system would need no expert 
mechanical supervision as would be the case 
with the came and filter on the San Jose systeme 
The gravity syeten ie derived from a pure 
source, and the water supply could be Gelive- 
ered direct without filtration. 

Te gravity system offers greater assurance 
of regular and uninterrupted supply. 
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In the ease of the San Jose aystem, the 
intake for the ram is located below the irrigation 
@itches intakes, and there is a possibility, though it 
te believed to be a remte ons, that, during a sumer 
of abnormally small flow in the San Jose river, the 
water supply paseing the irrigation diteh intakes 
might be recuced below the quantity required for 
efficient operation of the rame 

In view of the above, the installation of 
the gravity eyetom from the spring 1s recommendede

I enclose herewith a report received 

from Mr. Webb on an investigation of a water supply 
system for the St. Jospeh's Mission in the Williams 
Lake Agency, BeCe This report was prepared at the 


request of Mr- Tndien Commissioner Ditehburn in a 
letter to Mr. Webb dated October 15th laste 


Two alternative schemes are set out in 
the report. One, & water supply from the San Jose 
river at an estimated cost of $16,100; the other, 
from @ spring three miles distent from the mission 
at an estimated cost of $25,500. As you will note 
from the report the gravity system from the spring 
is recommended for reasons stated therein. 


While the cost of these schemes is 
considerable it is recommended by Mr. Webb that the 
expenditure is warranted in view of the fact that 
every precaution ken to protect the 
lives of the inma 
sanitary stendpoint 
protection. Should it be fo 
sufficient funds to carry out either 0 
outlined in the report, it is recommended that 
immediate steps should be taken towards the 
purification, as far as possible, of the domestic 
water supply from Yellow lake.

As instructed in your letter -f July 
3, 19291 investigations were carried out to deter- 
mine what temporary measures could be adopted to 
purify the supply of domestic water from Yellow 
Lake to st.dosepn's Mission. Detailed below is the 
result of these investigations and of their dis- 
cussion with Father Patterson, acting superintendent 
of St.Josephis Mission. 


Yeijow Lake is an artificial reservoir 
filled by flow through & ditch from the San Jose 
» and used for the storage of irrigation 
supply for use on janis lying west of the river, 
and of domestic supply for St.Joseph's Missions 


The bed of Yellow Lake, for some distance from 
the shore, was found to be thickly covered with an 
under-water weed erowth, which appeared to attain 
its densest growth at the lake outlet where the 
intake pipe for t.Josephts Mission domestic water 
supply is located.

I understand from lire C.E. Webb, District Chief 
Bngineer of the Dominion Water Lower Branch, that you 
have authorized the construction of the domestic and fire 
protection woter system for the Cariboo Indian Residential 
School, in the Williams Lake Agency, 368 outlined in the 
report of Engineer Archibald dated 13th liay, 1929, the 
estimated cost of which is stated to be 25,500.00. 


As the water is to be taken from an unnamed 
spring about four miles from the School, an application 
has been filed with the Comptroller of Water hights to 
divert 25,000 gallons from this source per day, by the 
Superintendent General of Indian Affairs, but the 
Comptroller of Water Rights has pointed out that as the 
water is to be used on the property of the Order of liary 
Immaculate, (Lot 22, Cariboo District), it te felt that 
the application should be amended to read "Zhe Order of 
Mary Immaculate" instead of "Superintendent General of 
Indien Affaire’. ‘his matter may, however, be adjusted 
satisfactorily, but the point which I have in mind is in 
connection with the ‘uture security of the Department of 
the amount expended on this undertaking in the possible 
event of the School property being sold at some future date, 
and, therefore, it appears to me that the Order of Mary 
Immaculate should give a lien on their property to the 
extent of the expenditure which the Department is going 
to, the game as Was done by the Oblate Order when we 
erpcted the barn in connection with the Ste Mary's 
School, New Westminster Agency.

With reference to the proposed dom- 
estic water supply systen for St. Joseph's 
Mission school at 150-Mile House, tenders for 
which were called in the fall of 1930, I 
have to inform you that same question has 
arisen with reference to the available water 
supply from the springs which have been chosen 
as the source of supply for this project. 


It appears that when Engineer Archibald 
made out the application for water he knew no 
name for the spring upon which application wes 
made. It now develops that this spring is the 
source of a small creek known as Felker creek, 
upon which a water license has been in existence 
since 1889 for irrigation purposes and while 
no water has been used under this licence for 
some years the holder of the licence, Mr.Felker, 
received on May 15, 1929, Conditional Licence 
No. 9961 from the Provincial Comptroller of 
Water Rights, this licence being a renewal of 
the old licence and takes precedence from the 
13th December, 1889, for 70 acre-feet of water 
from Felker creek for irrigation purposes on 
50 acres of land on Lot 33, Group 1, Cariboo 
district. 


Memorandum in duplicate by Mr. 
Archibald dated January 20th on this subject 
is enclosed for your reference, from which you 
will note there is sufficient water to satisfy 
both the Felker and the Indian school record 
provided the irrigation record allows a con- 
tinuous flow during the irrigation period. This 
however, I do not think is possible due to the 
small volume of water. An irrigation head 
is necessary and the 70 acre-feet held under 
licence will be drawn as irrigation needs demand. 
No rate of flow is specified in the conditionel 
water licence. 


The whole matter is now being investigated. 
The Comptroller of Water Rights is being consulted 
in the matter, and the Felker licence will be 
reviewed, following which we will be in a position 
to definitely determine if there is sufficient 
water availeble to satisfy both licences. The

Re your memo of the 10th inst. respecting 
the objection of Mr. Felker to the diversion of 
water from the south branch of Felker Creek, for 
domestic use in St.Joseph's Mission. 


At the time of investigation of the springs, 
requested in your letter of October o, 1928, I was 
informed that they were nameless, and the pre-emptor's 
map in my possession at the time gave no name to the 
creek that they formed. 


I found traces of old irrigation works from 
both spring channels, and on enquiry was informed that 
they had not be@n in operation for many years. This 
was evident from their condition. I was also told 
that the property formerly irrigated from these springs 
had long been abandoned. Water notices were accordingly 
posted, on 15th July, 1930, and application made for 
right to divert water from an unnamed spring, which is 
now recognized as the source of the south branch of 
Felker Creek, and which, according to my report of May 
13, 1929, was estimated to have a minimum flow of 0.25 
c.ef.s., a flow well in excess of the requirements of 


St.Josephts Mission.

Creek was renewed on May 15, 1929, shortly after 
investigations were made by us. This new C.L.ll0.99e1 
is for 70 e-feet, which corresponds to a flow of 
0.195 c.f.se during the irrigation period April lst 
to September 30th. 


The application of the Order of Oblates of 
Mary Immaculate asks for the right to divert 25,000 
gals. per day, which corresponds to a flow of 0.0464 
e.f.8. 


The combined requirements are, therefore, 
0.2414 c.f.s., which is less than the lowest recorded 
flow of 0.285 c.f.se in Felker Creek, as stated above. 


In view of the above facts, it would seem

Horie. You will note this firm propose to use British Mannesmann 
steel pipe but no doubt would use Canadian made pipe at a 
slightly higher price. 


If Messrs. MacLennan Brothers tender is not 
acceptable I would recommend that of B. Boe as I am confident 
that this firm would carry out the work to our entire satis- 
faction. Mr. Boe has done considerable work in the williams 
Lake District and is familiar with the type of work proposed. 


Inany case as mentioned in my lettergram I 
would recommend that the successful bidder be required to post 
a bond of ten per cent of the contract price and if this is 
e@greed to, would you kindly supply me with the necessary forms 
duly filled out and ready for signature.

There is no power laundry in operation at this School ~ 
the wooden laundry tubs which are ranged around the walls are,as 
the Principal states,also used by the girls as bath tubs,owing to 
lack of bath house facilities. 


Hot and cold water is pipe@ to the tubs which are at present 
made of wood,very old and now beyond repair. Galvanised iron 
laundry trays are required to put the laundry into proper workable 
condition and I have a quotation from Crane Limited,Vancouver B.C.

A proper water supply and further accommodation 


for more pupils are the most pressing needs at present.

Sir: 


The Department has received a communication 
from the Rev. Principal of the Oariboo Indian Resi- 
dential School requesting thet new tubs be supplied 
for use in the laundry. He etates that the tube at 
present in use are old and leaking, and are used both 
for laundry purposes and as bath tubs by the children. 


The Department does not appear to have any 
definite information as to the laundry equipment required, 
and I shall be pleased if you will forward your recommend- 
ation, together with an estimate of the cost. You should 
also furnish particulars as to the power that would be 


used in operating any new laundry equipment sand what 
would be required in thie regard, also the cost of same. 
Please taken this matter up with the Principal and 
inform the Department as soon as possible regarding 

the requirements and the approximate cost.

I have your letter of the 20th instant, inform- 
ing the Department that the services of a night watch- 
man have been engaged by the Principal of the Cariboo 
Indian Residential School for the winter months, and 
requesting that a grant at the rate of $20 per month 
be provided towards payment of hie salary. 


In this connection I have to inform you that 
the Department will allow the Principal a grant at 
the above rate towards the salary of the night watchman 
during the present winter months, viz., from November 
1, 1932, to March 31, 1933. You should prepare @ 
voucher for the amount due at the above rate to the 
end of the present year. This voucher should be in 
triplicate and should be made in favour of the Principal 
and should read as follows:

I have also vour letter regarding the fire equip- 
ment at this school. You may arrange for the purchase 
and delivery of one dozen fire buckets of a suitable size, 
forwarding an account, in triplicate, properly certified, 
covering the expenditure inourred. The Department will 
place an order with the Pyrene Mfg. 0o., Toronto, to for- 
ward refills for tne 6 Thermene and 6 Pyrene fire extin- 
guishers. The above Company will be requested to forward 
their account to you covering the cost. When the fefille 
are received, if in good condition, you should certify 
the account and forward eame to the Department for pay- 
ment. When the refills are received, the Principal 
should arrange to have them placed in the extinguishers 
and see that the extinguishers are put in thorough repair 
and ready for use in case of emergency. 


It is hoped that, with the services of the night 
watchman and the exercising of proper care in the handling 
of the furnaces, there will be no danger of fire.

Sirs- 


I beg to advise you that I am informed by the Reverend 
Principal of the Cariboo Indian Residential School,that several 
bad breaks have ocotrred in the pipeline conveying their water 
supply to the school. These have been repaired but others are 
showing-The pipe has been ig the ground over twentyfive years 
and it is evident that the whole pipeline requires renewing. 


You will recall that,as a resulS of adverse analyses of 
the water used at the echool,the Department intended to put in 
a new system,utilising water from another source.The proposed 
cost was high and funds have not been forthcoming to efable the 
scheme to b@ proceeded withe 


The present supply of water comes from Yellow Lake, being 
conveyed through wooden piping for a distance of approximately 
4,600 feet,to a storage reservoir,from whence,by gravity flow, 
it supplies the domestic requirements of the schoole 


There is a lot of offensive smelling vegetable matter in 
Yellow Lake and it has been necessary to clean out the storage 
reservoir at least ance each month for the past two years.The 
whole pipeline must also be exceedingly foul, judging from the 
condition of the storage tamk each time it is @pened.+ For 
drinking purposes water is now being packed by the pail from 
a gmail spring near the school,but there is a very Limited 
supply available there. Fortunately the children have left for 
their summer holidays,otherwise a serious situation would have 
developed, probably necessitating the closing of the school. 


Acting upon a suggestion of mine,the school authorities 
dug a pit beside Yellow Lake and it is found that the water 
will seep into this pit,cleaning itself in the process and 
rendering the water much more suitable for usee It will be 

nrough the present 
dition.The

Unless the pipeline is renewed immediately there appears 
to be no guarantee that there will te a supply of water avail- 
able for ordinary daily requirements in the school buildings. 

I have obtained prices on 2" pipe from various Vancouver 
firms,and the cheapest and best type appears to be a so0lid-drawn 
steel pipe,coated and wrapped. The cost would be} 

5,000 ft of 2" pipe @ $226650 per Meee e e$IIS2-50

Total $2132.50 
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The labour cost is based on $2.00 per day Ber man.The Reve 
Principal states that he can obtain labour at $8.25 per day plus 
board which is estimated at .75¢ per day per man. 


I would be glad if the Department would advise me at their 
earliest convenience if they are prepared to render assistance 
to renew the pipeline. It may be pessible to continue perensas 
any leaks that develop,but there is always the possibility of 
the supply ceasing for several days at a time,especially in the 
winter time when segesseg and repairing breaks would be much 
slower and more difficult. With I20 pupils in the sehool the 
cessation of the water supply would mean closing down operations. 


I would not recommend the renewing of this pipeline unless 
there was a reasonable assurance of the water being cleaner and 
purer than heretofore,but I believe it will be. 


The only alternative is the previous scheme which ran into 
many thousands of dollars. 


The question of borigg for well water has been gone into» 
as has also the poses bases of lifting water from the San Jose 
Creek by means of a ram,but both schemes would be costly an

The present supply of water comes from Yellow Lake, being 
conveyed through wooden piping for a distance of approximately 


4,600 feet,to a storage reservoir,from whence,by gravity flow,

There is a lot of offensive smelling vegetable matter in 
Yellow Lake and it has been necessary to clean out the storage 
reservoir at least gnce each month for the past two years.The 
whole pipeline must also te exceedingly foul,judging from the 
condition of the storage tamk each time it is @penede For 
irinking purposes water is now being packed by the pail from 
a small spring near the school,but there is a very limited 
supply available there. Fortunately the children have left for 
their summer holidays,otherwise a serious situation would have 
developed, probably necessitating the closing of the school.

I would be glad if the Department would advise me at their 
earliest convenience if they are prepared to render assistance 
to renew the pipeline. It may be possible to continue patching 
any leaks that develop,but there is always the possitility of 
the supply ceasing for several days ata time,especially in the 
winter time when locating and repairing breaks would be much 
slower and more difficult. With I20 pupils in the school the 


cessation of the water supply would mean closing down operations. 


I would not recommend the renewing of this pipeline unless 
there was a reasonable assurance of the water being cleaner and 
purer than heretofore,but I believe it will te. 


The only alternative is the previous scheme wnich ran into 
many thousands of dollars. 


The question of borigge for well water has heen gone into» 
as has also tne possibility of lifting water from the San Jose 
Creek by means of a ram,but both schemes would be costly and 
there is no gu@mantee that a sufficient supply would always te 
available.

I beg to advise that an additional fire alarm hell is 
required for the Cariboo Indian Residential School,to be 
placed in the small dormitory in the girls' building. The 
present bell is installed in the large dormitory in the girls' 
building and fire alerm tests show that it cannot always be 
heard in the small dormitorye The classrooms are situated 
beneath the small dormitory so that the alarm bell would be 
heard by pupilea in class,where they do not at present always 
hear the existing alamms. The Reverend Principal states that 
a@ member of the school staff can install the beRl if the 
necessary wire is supplied. 

I have added,from time to time,fire extinguishers to 
supplement the inadequate fére fighting facilities at this 
School,where we have always been handicapped through a lack 
of any water pressure to fight firee We are dependent upon 
the present electrical alarm,and hand extinguishers and fire 
bucketse The buildings are old and detached,fire bella being 
now installed in the boys building,the girls building and 
the male staff building- A night watchman is also employed 
during the winter months.

We are dependent upon 
the present electrical alarm,and hand extinguishers and fire 
buckets. The buildings are old and detached,fire bells being 
now installed in the boys budlding,the girls building and 
the male staff building. A night watchman is also employed 
during the winter months. 

In view of the ewer present fire menace I believe the 
additional bell would be a further precaution which is much 
needed. 

The cost of an adequate bell with the extra wire would 
not exceed $35.00 and I would ask that thie be approveds

I beg to refer to my letter of April 4th-.last in answer to 
yours of March 28th-last regarding the domestic water supply for 
the Cariboo Indian Residential School. 

I have this date again taken up the matter with the 
Reverend Principal,tut he has no definite suggestions as to what 
should be done. 

Renewal of the existing pipe-line,as was suggested,will still 
entail the use of water from Yellow Lake which is rtly stagnant 
during the hot months,and which is now used from sptorage tank which 
is cleaned out monthly to eneure fresh water. 

A pipe line from San Jose river could be run to this tank 
which could be converted into a filter tank,and the water then 
pumped to a second unused tank above the buildings. The water would 
have to be pumped from the river directs The School authorities 
have water licenses on San Jose river which include a domestic water, 
allotment. They have a dam on Lac La Hache from which the river 
rune,and the Principal is satisfied that there would be a sufficient 
supply of water from this source,if it could be lifted from the 
river. This would involve about two thirds of a mile of pipe line 
from the river to the first tank and about one third of a mile of 
pipe line for the remainder. A water pump would also be necessary. 

Iwould ask that an engineer of the Dominion Water Branch be 
instructed to examine this proposal and estimate the minimum cost. 

I know of no other alternative satisfactory scheme,but do 
not feel competent to recommend any expenditure on such a scheme 
without an engineer's advice,as there are 80 many things to be taken 
into consideration to ensure a satisfactory delivery of waters 

I do not think such an installation would be very expensive 
and the enginmer could perhaps be requested to bear in mind the 
need for an economical estimate which would give an adequate water 
supply without any expensive works.

Your letter of the 3lst ultimo is 
acknowledged wherein you quote a request from 
the Department of Indian Affairs for a report on 
the possibilities of a new domestic water supply 
system for the Cariboo Indian Residential School, 
Williams Lake Agency. it is noted the department 
have very limited funds available for this project 
and ask that consideration be given to the most 
economical system possible. This matter will be 
investigated at an early date and report sub- 
mitted in due course. 


A report on a water supply system for 
this school by Mr. F.R.Arehibald dated May 13, 
1929 was forwarded to Ottawa on dune 7, 1929. 
This report outlined two schemes both of which 
recuired a considerable outlay of money. One 
from the San Jose river at an estimated cost of 
16,000; the other from springs (Felker creek) 
three miles distant, ut $25,500. 


In 1930 tenders were called for the 
water supply system from springs (Felker creek) 
but the contract was never awarded due to the 
fact that some question of priority of water right 
developed on the springs from which the water 
wae to be taken and we di not feel justified in 
proceeding without the Indian Department holding 
the first right on this Limited supply. As the 
situation now stands the first right is held by 
Mr.Felker, the Indian Department's licence being 
second. 


In any event the cost of bringing water 
three miles to the Indian School is high. On 
the other hand subsequent investigations have 
failed to disclose as favourable a source of 
supply in closer proximity to the school. We 
will, however, have the matter looked into as 
stated above and report made, having in mind 
that funds are very limited at the present tige. 


You might let me know how much money 
the Department has available for this project.

I have this date again taken up the matter with the 
Reverend Principal,but he has no definite suggestions as to what 
should be donee 

Renewal of the existing pipe-line,as was suggested,will stiil 
entail the use of water from Yellow Lake which is \artly stagnant 
during the hot months,and which is now used from dptorage tank which 
is cleaned out monthly to ensure fresh watere 

A pipe line from San Jose river could be run to this tank 
which could be converted into a filter tank,and the water then 
pumped to a second unused tank above the buildingse The water would 
have to be pumped from the river directe The School authorities 
have water licenses on San Jose river which include a domestic water 
allotment. They have a dam on Lac La Hache from which the river 
runs,and the Principal is satisfied that there would be a sufficient 
supply of water from this source,if it could be lifted from the 
rivers This would involve about two thirds of a mile of pipe line 
from the river to the first tank and about one third of a mile of 
pipe line for the remainders A water pump would also be necessarye 

Iwould ask that an engineer of the Dominion Water Branch be 
instructed to examine this proposal and estimate the minimum coste 

I know of no other alternative satisfactory scheme,but do 
not feel competent to recommend any expenditure on such a scheme 
without an engineer's advice,as there are 60 many things to be taken 
into consideration to ensure a satisfactory delivery of watere 

I do not think such an installation would be very expensive 
and the engingmer could perhaps be requested to bear in mind the 

, need for an economical estimate which would give an adequate water 
|} supply without any expensive workse

As requested I made an investigation of the 
available source for a suitable supply of water for 
domestic use for the above institution and wish to 
submit as follows :- 

Present Sourse of supphy- 

The present source of domestic supply is from 
Yellow Lake, which prior to 1881 was a slough. This 
slough was found to be senveniently situated and was 
used for irrigation purposes by diverting the San Jose 
River inte it. Yellow Lake was not used however for 
domestic purposes until 1912 when a spring which up 
to that time had been the source of supply went dry, 
and a new pipe line was laid from Yellow Lake to the 
school. 

Im 1922 the low ground between Yellow Lake 
and Trout Lake broke away. A dyke was then constructed 
across the east end of what is now Trout Lake and, the 
@iversion diteh from San Jose River brought into it. 

Yellow Lake is situated at an elevation of 
about 50 feet above the school site. It ig about 15 
acres in extent and has o maximum depth in exeess of 15 
feet. A flow of about 4 oubiec feet per second normally 
takes place from the San Jose River through the lake 
and when not used for irrigation purposes finds ite 
way back to the river. 

The water system consists of a two ineh wood- 
atave pipeline from Yellow Lake to s small tenk of about 
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-2- 
2000 gals. capacity near the sehool buildings from which 
distribution is made to various pointa of use. Service 


pressures varying from 5 to 15 pounds. There is no provision 


for fire service. 


Prospective Sources of Supply 


The available sourees of supply areéi- 
le- San Jose River or Yellow Lake 


2e- Felker Spring 
3e> Ground waters 


The first and lest only of these sources were 


® examined by me as Felker Spring is already the subject of 
. Re Archibald dated May 13, 1929. who 


a report by Mr. F 
estimated the cost of developing that source at approximately 


$29,0002006 
The San Jose River water diverted either directly 


from the river or by way of Yellow Lake would provide an 


abundant supply of water for all uses of the sohool, although 
the water in its natural state is of poor quality, and is 
sometimes unfit for human consumption. Material improvement 
gould be effected by filteration, and if necessary it eould 
@ ve sterilized. 
Regarding a supply from below ground, several small 
springs show along the bank of the San Jose River in the 
vininity of the school. It is probable their source is 


irrigation water. The available ground supply appears to 


be limited although the quality as represented by the sample 


analyzed is faire See Appendix lA-s 
I have accordingly made up estimates of the cost 


of developing the above mentioned sources of supply which 


are attached hereto - Appendix #2. 
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bd Soool Reyutroments: 


The domentie recuirements of St. Josephs school 
are probably the lowest per eapita of any of the residential 
schools in the Provinee, being about 25 galm per day. 
Tis is in part due to the poor quality of the water, but 
more partioularly to the Limited facilitien of the schools. 
In ad@ition te about 2,500 gale per day for domestic use 
an amount of about 500 gale ver day is necessary for stock 
wateringe 
Ground Water Deve ent: 


The accompanying plan showa a possible development 
of a small spring on the bank of the San Jose River, the 
flow of whieh at the time of my visit in July was six gels 
per minute. I have been informed that this spring has 
been flowing for at least 10 years, whieh would indicate that 
is was of a fairly permanent character, a6 during the past 
ten years some of the driest periods on record have been 
experienced in that locality. However as it is probable 
the source is from irrigation water, the supply should 
continue so long as irrigation is garried on in that vicinity. 
While it might be possible to seoure 4 ground water supply 
from wells closer to the school, it ia not to be considered, 
due to the possibility of contamination. 

Owing to the situation of the spring mentioned, care 
would be necessary in developing it for use in order to exelude 
the San Joee River at freshet period. Protection against 
extremely cold winter conditions would be necessary for pumping 
equipment as it is not possible to provide an underground pump 
house at the springs 

BD he entimated cost of developing the spring to provide 


for domestic requirements, pxclusive of laundry, flush toilets, 
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@ add 


@ outbuildings, ete-, 19$2,625-00. 

The system would comprise @ 1250 gal. pressure 
tank with pump equipment, capable of aupplying approximately 
12 gale per minute from a collecting well at the spring of 
about 800 gals. capacity. The distribution system would 
parallel the present system and supply ell services in the 
school buildings except those noted, which would be served 
from the present system so long as it is poesible to keep 
it in repaire 

The system outlined above while it would fill the 
immediate revuirements for a supply of water of fair. quality 
for domestia urposes would not appear to completely solve 
the problem in regard to this school, as in all probability 
the present pipe line from Yellow Lake would have to be 
renewed in the course of a your or two. 

San Jose River Supply: 

To develop a water supply system for Ste Joueph 
Mission from the above source for domestic purposes only 
would require an ultimate outlay of $11,055.00 and to 
provide for fire proteotion as well would require approximately 
$20,220.00 by making use of Yellow Lakes The cost of 
diverting direetiy from the San Jose River would exceed these 
figures by a substantial amount and would not be advantageous 
in any waye 

The system contemplated would require the renewal 
of the present two ineh pipe line from Yellow Lake, now almost 
at the end of its life, by a three inch pipe line capable of 
delivering a eupply of 25 gals per minute to two pressure 
filters, connected for 4 series or aralled operation and 
delivering to a storage reservoir of 7,500 gals oapacity.« 
Distribution to points of use to be made through the present 
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syetem until such time as the existing pipe is renewed. It 
Would be necessary to improve the condition of Yellow Lake 
materially if it is to be used for the purpose of a water 
supply. 

It is suggested in this connection thet Yellow Luke 
be separated from Trout Lake and a new diteh constructed to 
Yellow Lake from the San Jose River, alao that the vegetation 
in Yellow Lake for the greater part should be removed and 
the lake treated cocusionally for algae. I have been informed 
that since the two lakes have been joined the growth of weeds 
in Yellow Lake has increased considerably as has also the 
unpleasantness of taste and odor of the water. 

As there does not appear to be facilities for drawing 
off the lake near the bottom, I would suggest that a 12 ineh 
culvert be installed at a depth of 6 feet or greater if possible, 
and that all irrigation and excess water be dravn down through 
it in order to prevent present stagnant condition, and reduce 
the percentage of decayed vegetable matter in the water used. 

Also that the intake pipe be extended to a distance 
of 250 feet into the lake when being renewed, 

The improvenents surcrested may be carried out ss funds 
become available, and need not all be considered am immediate 
neesssity. It would be desireble to Gerry out a program of 
development in the following order. 
le> Filter system and storage tunk. 
2e- Separating the lakes, new diversion Giteh, cleaning and 

treating. 

Renewing intake pipe «and provide deep draw off culvert. 
Je> Renewal of pipe line lake te school. 
Should it not be possible to keop the pipe line in repair 


until such time as replacement can be made it might be necessary 
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to interchange 3 and 2 in order of precedence. 
Yelxer Springs 

I om informed by the Mission Sehool authorities that 
the prior licensee on Pelker Spring is prepared to relinguish 
priority to the school to the extent of their domestic 
recuirements should the school be prepares to develop that 
source of supply. 
Fire Protection: 

It ig not possible to provide a supply of water 
in suffietent volume (500 Gepeme) for fire protestion purpose 
from any other source in the immediate leeality than the 
San Jose River. As the pressure head provided by Yellow 
Lake ig ineuffieient for purposes of fire proteotion, it will 
be necessary to install a booster pump on the fire line to 
produce the necessary pressures 

fhe cost of providing a fire vroteetion service is 
estimated at $13,075.00 if inetalled separately and if 
provided in eonjunotion with the domenatic water supply from the 
game souroe $9,165.00. 

This installation could be earried out as an extension 
of the suggested progressive development for the domestic 
supply, the additional outiay for tho third atep would be 
$2,930.00 or a total of $6,650. for installation of the larger 
pipeline from Yellow Lake. The fourth step would be the 
addition of booster pump and fire stations at a cost of 
$6,425.00 

Conclusions: 

While the development of the spring water supply 
may be carried out at a minimum cost and with some assurance 
that it is of fair quality, the supply is definitely 
limited, although it may reasonably be assumed that the source 
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ie irrigation water, there is no ascurance that the flow 
may not decrease beyong the point of usefulness at some 
time during the year. 

on the other hand should the spring continue to 
flow at its present rate, all of the requirements of the 
gohool would have to be pumped from this source within a 
year or two at a probable cost of $20.00 to $25.00 per 
month as the renewal of the pipeline from Yellow Lake 
would not likely be undertaken. 

The San Jose River is an unfailing source of 
supply,oven in the driest years experieneed there has not 
been a shortage of water from Yellow lake for domestic 
purposes. The quality of the water however is cefinitely 
not good wlthough it ean be improved by treatment to 
compare faborably vith that from the spring above referred 
bOe 
Recommendation: 

I am of the opinion that the present source of 
supply, the Sen Jose River by wey of Yellow Lake is most 
Likely to provide a permanent supply of water for use 
of the schools, and for that reason should be developed 
as means become available.

From the report it is evident that no 
satisfactory water service can be furnished the 
school for the $2,500.00 which is at present 
available. AS @ témporary measure only the spring 
referred to may be tapped, but in view of the 
uncerteihty of the supply from this source I am 
loathe to recommend it. 


Undoubtedly Felker Creek would give the 
most satisfactory water supply but it seems to 
me its cost is prohibitive, on the other hand it 
is estimated a satisfactory supply from Yellow 
Lake will cost something over $20,000.00 


It is unfortunate that there is no 
satisfactory water supply in close proximity 
to this institution, but if the school is to 
remain in its present site for the next 10 or 
15 years, the department would be well advised to 
develop a satisfactory water supply system from 
the San Jose River or Felker Creek even though the 
cost is excessive relative to the value of the 
buildings at the institution.

On May lst last I forwarded a copy 
of a letter from Fernie Brothers, Kamloops, 
Gated April 27, 1935, in which they offered 
$100. for the pneumatic storage tank at the 
Kamloops Industrial Sehoo}.

Since that time we have heard nothing in the 
matter although we wrote Fernie Brothers 
advising them of what had taken place and 
suggesting that they get in touch with us 
in the course of a week or so iif they did not 
hear from Col. Beer.

Sir: 


With reference to previous correspondence - 
your File No. 2543-a - regarding the domestic water supply 
system for the Cariboo Indian Residential School, I shall 
be pleased if you will advise your Mr. Webb to proceed 
with the work, as stated in our letter dated September 26th, 
last. Mr. Webb should arrange for the purchase of the 
materials, from the best available sources of supply, and 
also for any extra labour that may be required, over and 
above thet which can be carried out by the staff of the 
school. An accountable cheque, to the amount of $2,815, 
has been sent you for this purpose. 


Itemized accounts, in triplicate, should be 
obtained, covering the cost of all materials, and proper 
time sheets, in triplicate, covering the labour employed. 
The labour returns should show the number of days or hours 
the men were employed and the rate paid, and they should 
be receipted by each individual labourer at the time 
payment is made. The bills for the material end labour 
should be forwarded in accounting for the expenditure of 
the advance mentioned above. It is hoped that the 
entire cost can be kept within the amount provided. We 
understand that winter has set in, in the Cariboo district, 
which may involve a svreatly increased expense in carrying 
out the wrk. If Mr. Webb considers it is now too late 
in the season to have the work completed for the amount 
provided, it might be advisable to defer the matter until 
next epring. I would request that you advise Mr. Webb, 
by wire, accordingly.

“arrange purchase, from MacKinnon Sales and 
Service, Vancouver, Delco lighting plant and set iron- 
clad batteries for Cariboo School, per their quotation, 
your letter December fifth, last, namely, nine hundred 
sixty dollars for lighting plant and two hundred eighty- 
one for batteries, f. o. b. School.e Have order placed 
and account cover ing cost dated previous to thirty-first 
instant, in order payment can be made this year's 
appropriation." 


The Honourable the Minister has approved an expend- 
iture of $1,241.00 in supplying the lighting plant and 
batteries - this being the price quoted, fe Oe be the school, 
by MacKinnon Sales and Service, Vancouver, as stated in your 
letter of December Sth, last. The Department will be unable 
to obtain any reduction in duty on this equipment. 


It is hoped that you can have the order placed and, 
if possible, the plant end batteries delivered before the end 
of the current month, in order that payment can be made from 
the Appropriation for the current fiscal year, before our 
aecounts are closed. If actual delivery has not been made, 
it will be satisfactory if the account covering the cost is 
dated previous to the 3lst instant.

It is to be definitely 
understood that the school will be responsible for any costs 
in installing the equipment. Please advise the Principal of 
the School that authority has been granted to purchase the 
above mentioned lighting equipment. 


I have also your letter of the 10th instant, regard- 
ing the request of the Principal for further assistance towards 
the completion of the new laundry building.

I have to refer to your memorardum of the 7th 
instant, with attached letter to the Honourable the 
Minister from Mir. J. G. Turgeon, H.P., relative to a 
communication he received from the Principal of the 
Cariboo (St. Joseph's) Indian Residential School, 145 Wile 
Station, B. C. (Electoral District of Cariboo), in which 
the request is made that the Departuent provide the funds 
to complete repairs to the laundry and supply a lighting 
systeni. 


Our Appropriation for the current fiscal year 
provided the sum of $400 for repairs, and, in August, lest, 
authority was granted to incur an expenditure not exceeding 
this amount in the purchase of materials for repairs to 
the laundry. It was agreed the labour would be performed 
by the school pupils and the manual training instructor, 
without expense to the Department. Accounts have been 
received and paid, to the amount of $358 covering the

I think it my duty to call your attention 
to our/pressing need of a new LDelco plant.You may 
recall/that,owing to its having outlived its natue- 
ral life by five years,the present plant broke 
down twice last Fall and caused great inconvenience 
to say nothing of the heavy costs for repairs 
which the Department was kind enough to meet, The 
mechanic,finally sent by the Vancouver belco 
Agents ,warned us that,although he had done his 
best,the plant was an old one and that we might 
expect more trouble at any time, 

As the Belco Agents have only one service 
man for B.C.,it was ten days after our trouble 
that we were able to get him.ie were lucky at that 
as he was about to start out on a three months 
tour of the southern part of the Province.During 
that time we were without electric light and had 
to use lamps and candles.(i.e were able to borrow 
a generator but it proved too sma 1).As we are in 
a valley and the hill to sm the “pada is high,the 
classes starting at 4 p.m.had soon to be called 
off es the strain wes too much on the pupils’ 
eyes.The kitchen and other departments also suffer 
ed.The greatest cause of worry,however,was the 
fire hazard.Naturally,we exercised the greatest 
ceution but the danger was there as our 120 pupils 
are only children after all and en accident might 
easily have happened during those ten days. The 
danger is very great here as our buildings are old 
dry frame buildings and,except for water buckets

and fire extinguishers,we have no fire CheZES ZA2M, 
The Department recognized this fact when,in 1930,it 
had $25,000.00 appropriated for the installation of 
a water system as this was the only system that 
would give us sufficient pressure for fire hoses.(As 
you may be sware,this system was not installed be- 
cause the man who had water rights on the source of 
supply refused to give them up at the time,shortly 
after my coming here,+ made representations to him, 
stressing the fire hazard,and he consented to give 
up his rights in our favor,free of charge,but the 
money had then reverted to the Treasury). 

I do not think it necessary to say more excepg 
that I was not the only one to get very little rest 
during those ten days,cspecially as I have done my 
best to ask for as little as possible,l would ask 
you to do your utmost to get « new Delco plant for 
us out of the money which was appropriated for the 
installation of the domestic water system surveyed 
and suggested by the ungineer whom the Lepartment 
sent here last t'all.iI know that the Department is at 
least as anxious as I am to do its utmost to avoid 
s holocaust in any indian school, 

Mr indian Agent Taylor,whom 1 am going to ask 
to support my request,has,l believe,the quotations 
on a Yelco plant.If I am not mistaken it is about 
4+800,00.I do not know whether or not this includes 
batteries.If the Lepartment could have the tax tae 
ken off,a saving wowld be made.Zhe Lelco man said 
that there was no tax on Yelcos for farm use.Our 
plant is so old that only $90.00 was offered for it 
on a “trade-in",In that case,it might be well to 
keep it for emergencies,spare parts,etc. 

when Mr Phelan was here,he visited everything 
on the place.i do not know whether he remembers our 
laundry.If he does,he will back me up in my state- 
ment that there is probably not another like it in 
any indian school.In the first place,we have no ma- 
chinery and 1 am glad of that as the fact that the 
girls haveto do all the washing by hand is an excel-

lent training for their lives at home,.ith this trai 
ing ,washing at home will not seem so hard and the 
girls will do it regularly as the former schoolgirls 
now do it on their reserves, However,the floor,being 
rotten in places,the room dark,somewhat small and ua 
not very well ventilated,the plumbing requiring fre- 
quent repairs,I decided(and ™r Phelan agreed with me 
that all the money appropriated for repairs to the 
School would be spent on a new laundry.éAs there were 
only 4400.00 to spend,we were unable to do more than 
put up the building although nothing was paid out in 
wages as the boys did the work as part of their man- 
uel training.shingles or siding must still be bought 
for the outside of the walls,cement for the floor, 
bricks for the chimney and plumbing fixtures.Besides 
that,new tubs sre required,wietal ones would be best 
but wooden ones would cost less,..ould you please try 
your best to have the balance of the ,2500.00 spent 
on finishing the laundry which will be big enough, 
well lighted and properly ventilated?This would 
greatly lessen tiie laundry work and,perhaps,benefit 
the children's hewalth.If tir Phelan remembers what he 
saw,he will assure you that I am not exaggerating. 

1 am pleased to say that things have 
gone on well this year,Inspector Barry said that he 
was satisfied.I am plesged to say that the former 
school children are doing well and show that they 
have benefited by their stay here.One of them broke 
into a liquor store but he is one of those whom I 
sent away.

by the school pupile and the manual treining inetructor 
without expense to the Departrent. Accounts have been 
received and paid, to the anount of $358. .0, covering the 
cost of materials.

With reference to your inquiry of the 10th 
instant regarding the Cariboo Indian Residential School, 
the pipeline from the school to Yellow Lake was constructed 
in 1912. Our records do not show that the Department 
contributed towards its cost. However, in 1922, the low 
ground between Yellow Lake and Trout Lake broke away. 

A dike was then constructed across the east end of what is 
now known as Trout Lake and, at that time, the Department 
paid the sum of $763.00 for labour on this dike. 


The original buildings at the Cariboo Residential 
Sehool were erected by the Church but the Department, from 
time to time, has provided several outbuildings, including 
a barn. We have, also, paid accounts in past years for 
repairs to different buildings used in connection with the 
school work. Sundry items of equipment have also been 
allowed this school.

Cariboo School Principal advises that owing 
to drying up of grouse and near departure Indian 
labor for hayfields he ordered forty five tmndred 
feet pipe from Pacific Coast Pipe Co also fittings 
totalling thirteen hundred fifty dollars -Stop- 
He considere this sufficient for satisfactory 
replacement present pipeline -Stop- tas 
arranged for labor at estimated cost eighteen hundred 
dollars and is prepared to take care of all cost in 
excess of two thousand dollars - 5 t o p - Special 
rate on pipe and freight was secured - © t o p - 
Principal advises compelled take action in order to 
guarantee work completed before freeze up as Indian 
labor could not be secured in midsummer and fall

Memorandum: 


I am returning herewith the memorandum 
to you of the second instant from the Acting Director 
of Indian Affairs relative to necessary repairs to the 
pipeline which provides water to the Cariboo Indian 
Residential School. In this memorandum the Acting 
Director mentions that according to an eatimate received 
in 1935, it would have cost approximately $2,600 to 
replace the present pipeline with new iron pipe and 
Place the new pipe 4 feet underground for the approximate 
distance of a milee 


This matter has been looked into by our 
Engineering and Construction Service and the Indian Affaire 
Branch has evidently misunderstood the application of this 
estimate. The figure of $2,600 had nothing to do with 
replacement of existing pipe but merely covered the cost 
of a new auxiliary gravity system from a spring to augment 
the existing domestic supply. 


Mr. Warren's estimate on replacing the 
existing 2" pipe of the present system with new 3" wood 


stave pipe is $3,720. This provides for a length of 
approximately 4,500 feet. This will effect immediate 
repairs to the domestic supply, it being understood that 
the 2" pipe has practically collapsed in several sections, 


It will not, however, cover other necessary 
work required on the domestic water supply, #9 soon as 
funds can be obtained, and which is as follows:-

Memorandum: 


I am returning herewith the memorandum 

the second inetant from the Acting Director 

Affairs relative to necessary repairs to the 
pipeline which provides water to the Cariboo Indian 
Residential School. In this memorandum the Acting 
Director mentions that according to an estimate received 
in 1935, it would have cost approximately $2,600 to 
replace the present pipeline with new iron pipe and 
place the new pipe 4 feet underground for the approximate 
distance of a mile- 


This matter has been looked into by our 
Engineering and Construction Service and the Indian Affaire 
Branch hes evidently misunderstood the application of this 
estimate, The “igure of $2,600 had nothing to do with 
replacement of existing pipe but merely covered the cost 
of a new auxiliary gravity system from & spring to augment 
the existing domestic supply. 


Mr. Warren's estimate on replacing the 
existing 2” pipe of the present syotem with new 5” wood 
stave pipe is $3,720. Thies provides for & length of 
approximately 4,500 feet. This will effect immediate 
repairs to the domestic supply, it being understoud that 
the 2" pipe has practically collapsed in several sections. 


It will not, however, cover other necessary 
work required on the domestic water supply, a¢ soon a8 
funds can be obtained, and which is as follows:~

On the I5theinet.I went tothe School and the pipe line 
reak had been located that morning.Repairs were to be effected 
put the Principal states that there will always be trouble,as 
in the past,until the pipe line is renewed. 

Tn this connection I would refer to my letter of August 
TOth. 1936 and your reply of September 5th.last in which the 
Department stated that it was considered that the Church 
authorities should accept the responsibility for supplying and 
installing the water supply system for the school,in view of 
the fact that the School is the property of the Churche 

I again drew the attention of the Principal to that 
letter.He states that they have not the funds to renew the pipe- 
line and that,if further breaks occur the School will be unable 
to function. He has written to his Church authorities in Ottawa 
outlining the situation, and requested me to ask the Department 
if any funds would be availeble this year to have the work done. 

As I previously wrote, report of Mr.\/.C.Warren of 
the Dominion ‘ater Branch,dated August 2Ist.I935,dealt with 
alternative schemes for (a) a @rinking supply system from springs

Our water pipe line bee 
tween Yellow Lake and the reservoir,a distance of ana 
about 4800 feet,has burét or has been plugged and,ale- 
though I have had three or four working on it since 
last ~aturday,the trouble has not been found and,from 
this source,we have had no water in the school for 
almost a week..e can carry on for about a month as 
the irrigation water has been piped to our buildings

In connection with Church owned 
schools we are now required to secure an Order-in- 
Council and in securing this we only provided an 
amount of 155.00 for the Cariboo Residential ichool 
as we knew that this amount slightly exceeded the 
estivated cost. as the Order-in-Council only 
authorizes §/155.00 this is all we can pay and the 
school authorities will have to be responsible for 
the balance, namely /1.39. 

T regret that owing to the fact that our 
appropriation for the fiscal year 1937-38 is now 
exhausted it is not possible to pay from that Vote 
for the cement and freieht charges. However, the 
accounts for these might be submitted and if it is 
found possible to provide funds in the current year's 
appropriation payment will be made. siossibly the best 
way to handle the matter would be for the sahool to 
pay these accounts and have them receipted, then, if 
funds are available, repayment will be made to the 
Principal.

Dear Sir: 


In your letter of March 11 you requested 
refills for the fire extinguishers at the Cariboo 
Indian Residential School. An order was placed 
with the Pyrene Manufacturing Company last Mareh 
and it is presumed the refills were supplied to 
the school. However, the Principal did not submit 
any account. 


This is a Church-owned school and although 
a certain amount is provided each year for repairs, 
maintenance and purchase of new equipment, present 
regulations do not permit our exceeding the amount 
specifically provided. If the Principal had carried 
out the instructions which have been issued to all 
Principals on several occasions to the effect that 
all accounts must be certified and forwarded to 


the Department as soon as the nese are received 


the account would have been pa from the appro- 

priation for the fiscal year 1940-41. However, as 
he did not carry out these instructions it is not 
possible to pay the account from that fiscal year. 


In the current year's appropriation an 
amount of $300.00 was provided for repairs and 
improvements at this school. We have already 
expended approximately $255.00 and there is only 
$45.00 left. The account of the Pyrene Manufacturing 
Company which is attached shows the total cost of 
the refills as $124.30.
